For that hungry feeling, get a 


Sarnia Livery Barn Burned to 
The Ground Tuesday Night 


Fhe, Value of Gleichen Water Works Is Proven 


$15,000 Worth

For the fourth time in as many 
weeks Gleichen has been visited by 
fire, this time with the most serious 
results of any. 

The Sarnia Livery Stable burned 
to the ground and with it, twelve 
head of horses, a large quantity of 
hay and feed, several buggies and 
democrats as well as $3000 worth of 
farm implements, went up in 
smoke, 

A complete mystery surrounds 
the origin of the fire, Hiram Clack 
night man at the Sarnia, had made 
a final round of the barn, locked 
all the doors but the front one and 
retired to a bed in the office about 
11 o’clock. At 11.30 almost at the 
same moment, several people in 
various parts of the town were 
atartled to see the west end of the 
barn‘in flames. Almost instantly 
the entire end of the barn was com- 
pletely enveloped in Tire. 

The siren sounded the alarm, a 
quick run was made by the fire de- 
partment, two leads of hose and 
both’ chemical engines got into oper- 
ation immediately, but to no avail 
so far asthe stable was concerned, 
So much headway had been gained 
by the fire that the whole thing 
seemed one mass’of flames and ab- 
solutely nothing could be done to 
save any of the contents except 
from the office and pump room: 

Qne Jead of hose was played. on 
the. flames from the street, while 
another was directed on the imple- 
ment warehouse occupied by J. O. 
Bogatie, to the north of the livery. 
Sparks flying from the doomed 
building, together with the intense 
heat caused the warehouse to 
break out in several places, But 
the firemen, pulling the hose into 
the furnace-like heat between the 


and just acrogs the lane, the fiery 
demon was doing his worst to get a 
fodthold, A woolen fence, thresh- 
ing machine and smaller buildings 
caught and were blazing, and G. 
W. Evans’ undertaking establish- 
ment as well as the Call’s coal shed 
and warehouse, were acorched but 
were kept wet witha bucket brigade 
80 that the flames got no start. The 
other smaller buildings were held 
in check by a bucket brigade until 
one of the chemical engines could 
be spared from another part of the 
conflagration, 

With the tongues of flames lick- 
ing all before them, the supports of 
second story and roof soon gave a- 
way and the building collasped in 
the middle, throwing out clouds of 
sparks and burning shingles which 
might have played sad havoc with 
surrounding buildings. Chief 
Roberts with volunteers rammed in 
the sides of the stable which re- 
mained standing, the nozzelmen 
keeping up a steady stream of water 
on those parts which threatened to 
spread to other structures, and at 
12.30 a.m., an hour after the alarm 
had been given, the fire was practi- 


cally under control, 


Probably the heaviest single 
looser is Mr. J. O. Bogstie. In 
a shed at the rear of the livery he 
had stored 18 binders, 7 reapers, 
drill, wagon and mowers, the total 
value of which he puts at $3000, 
with no insurance whatever, The 
livery stable, which wae erected six 
yoars ago at a cost of $6,500, was 
owned by C. J. Bray. Insurance 
was carried, but above that Mr. 
Bray will loose approximately §$2,- 
000, Alex. Wallace and Geo. 
Taylor, proprietors of the livery

Alex. and Walter McHugh 
and Frank Scott, nozzelmen, also 
came infor much praise for their 
daring and effective efforts in sav- 
ing the implement warehouse 
owned by J, B. Leggat. Glenn 
Campbell, chief inspactor of Indian 
Agencies for the Dominion, 
happened to be in town remarked 
that he had 4een firefighters at 
at work in many cities in Canada, 
but never had seen them peform 
their feats more fearlessly than the 
Gleichen brigade. 

Another source of pride is the 
water system, Since its installation 
two years ago, this is the most se- 
vere teat to which it has been put. 
Two streams were used constantly 
for two hours, and a stream was 
played occasionally during the rest 
of the night. Besides this, some 
little was carried from the Call 
hydrant. 25,000 gallons of water 
were thrown, which is only about 
half the capacity of the tank. The 
pressure was strong, despite the fact 


that a leak was sprung in the hy- 
drant.

The Clever Dry Sand Trick and the 
Way It Is Performed.

The fakir brings forward a pail, 
which he proceeds to fill with water 
He then shows some ordinary sand, 
quite dry. To prove its dryness he 
takes up a handful and, blowing sharp- 
ly upon it, scatters it in all directions 
He then takes up uvother bandful and 
drops it into the water. We can all sce 
it lying in the bottom of the pail under 
the water, Next, showing bis hands 
empty, he places one in the pai! and 
brings out a handful of the sand. 
Blowing upon it, it still scatters in all 
directions, showing it to be as dry as 
ever. This is repented several times 
until all the sand is again extracted. 

This clever trick is performed in the 
following manner: Fine, clean sand ts 
selected, washed carefully in hot twa- 
ter several tinies and dried in the sun 
Some of this sand Is then placed In a 
frying pan with a lump of fresh lard 
and is cooked until all the lard is burn 
ed away. ‘The result is that every par 
ticle of sand is covered with a thin 
couting of grease, so that when this 
xand ts dropped into the water it re- 
mains dry.—Scientifie American,

Most china lovers wash their pre- 
cious bits of porcelain themselves 
rather than trust them to fingers which 
have never been taught to use their 
lips—the secret of sure and delicate 
handling, and“now become almost a 
mark of breeding, so surely do gentle- 
women inherit it from generations of 
embrofdering and fine sewing fore- 
tnothers. 

In houses where there is much china 
these periodical washings are heavy 
tasks, and they are sometimes made 
heavier by Inexperience or lack of 
thought, 

The simplest way is to clear a large 
table, cover it with a waterproof shect, 
untess it be of plain deal, nnd place on 
it two largé foot baths, 

If there is room in the bathroom 
with its facilities for hot and cold 
water and for pouring away, so much 
the better. Having collected all the 
china to be washed and carefully put 
aside any that has been cracked or 
broken or mended, take the pieces one 
by one and wash them in the first 
foot bath in water nt a temperature 
comfortable for the bands with am- 
monia and plenty of soap. 

Use a stiff nailbrush, a soft mop 
and a fine cloth—on no account a swab, 
which may catch on projections. Then 
put the washed piece in the other foot 
bath, which bas been filled with tepid 
water, also with a liftle ammonia or 
a few drops of vinegar in it, 

Do not dry the pieces. Put them by 
an open winddy, ff possible a sunny 
one, and when replacing them give 
them the lightest touch all over with 
a very fine duster, Change the water 
frequently. 

A toothbrush or one of the small 
uieshes like flue brushes meant for 
eleaning coffeepots will be useful for 
xetting inside the curves.of cup hap 
dles, he china may be rinsed in the 
bath, but washing it is tiring at the 
best, and stooping makes it doubly so 

This method insures its drying with 
n fine sheen and does away with the 
most dangerous of the operations,

There ie, In Reality, Ne One Longest 
er Shortest Day. 

Tt is usual to regard Dec. 21 as being 

the shortest day in the year and June 

21 as the longest. But this impression, 


like so many others that are ingrained | 


tn the popular mind, is not a strictly 
accurate one. - 

True it is, of course, that on Dec. 2 
and June 21 respectively the sun rench- 
es its most southerly and most norther- 
ly points in the zodiac and begins in 
the one case to ascend and in the other 
case to decline, But this is iu theory 
only, because for two or three days 
preceding and following these dates 
there is no observable difference in its 
position or its hours of rising and set- 
ting. 

This question of latitude, by the way, 
is extromely important when speaking 
of tlie shortest or longest day or days 
of the year. 

In London and its neighborhood, for 
Instance, the shortest days are seven 


hours and forty-five minutes and the’ 


three or four “longest days” around 
June 21 are sixteen hours and twenty- 
six minutes. At ornea, in Finland, 
June 21 brings a day nearly twenty- 
two hours long and Christmas one Icss 
than three hours in length. In St. Pe- 
tersburg the longest day fs nineteen 
hours and the shortest five hours, while 


at Spitzbergen the longest day is three | 


and a half months, the shortest being 
counted in seconds only.—London An- 
swers.

Crows as Track Cleaners and Gulls as 
Government Workers.

and police ns could be found anywhere 
js enlisted in the service of the South- 
ery Pacific railroad. The members are 
neither Americans nor foreigners, Itis 
a crew of crows. 

The big black birds built their nests 
hear Hornbrook, Ore.. on the northern 
division of the roud.

When the trains arrive at Hornbrook 
the crows leave thelr roosting places 
and circle about the depot. As the lim- 
iteds pull out the birds follow them for 
five or six miles. Scraps are thrown to 
them, and they devour every bit, polic-

gers. The section hands and other em- 
ployees of the road realize the value of 
these birds and keep them from being 
molested. ‘Trains crossing the Great 
Salt lake are followed by sea gulls, the 
latter, like the crows, feasting on 
scraps thrown from the diners. 

In a similar way the great lakes are 
patrolled by white winged gulls. he 
government protects them, appreciat- 
ing the work they do in following the 
ships or hoverlpg over the fishing 
grounds and keeping the waters free of 
pollution.—Chicago Inter Oceun.,

Saved by Artificial Breathing. 

Dr. S. I’, Derioujinsky, a Russian 
surgeon, reports the case of a peasant 
of twenty-one who, following an angl- 
‘na of probably diphtheritic origin, was 
stricken with paralysis, After two 
Weeks of: total paralysis some move- 
ments of the arms appeared, but a 
fow days later respiratory trouble be- 
gan. The breathing rose to forty to 
the minute and became superficial, 
with momentary stops. It was neccs- 
sary to resort to artificial respiration. 
With the assistance of pupils in the in- 
firmary school this was kept up day 
and night from Feb. 6 to Feb, 20. On 
the latter day the patient began breath. 
ing naturally, but difficulty in swallow: 
dng arose about the same time. On 
Feb. 26 it became necessary to begin 
artificial respiration again, This was 
maintained until March 1, when nat- 
ural breathing returned, and the pa- 
tient recorercd.
